"I have planted several thousands of trees

to replace one that has died. The success 
is the result of a \ery simple but seldom 
falling precaution.

planted a piece of wood, not less than 
three Inches wide, abd high enough to 
reach tbe lowest branches, should be driv- 
en.

The Chilian Revolution.

Tbe rival New York firms whcr, as men- 


tioned in previous despatches to the Jour- 
nal, appear to be aiding and abetting tbe 
contending parties in the Chilian revolu- 
tion, are DOW publicly named as W. H. 
Grace dt Co. and C. HL Flint <fe Co., both 
formerly partners, but now bitter enemies. 

R. Grace was 'the author oj the pro- 
ject for the Iat«rnatlnQal American COD* 
ventioo which met in Washington last 
year. Mr. Flint was orje of tbe American 
delegates. Both firms are said Co be now 
actively engaged in shipping arms to the 
belligerents.

Flint* Co., It Is stated, shipped two large 
consignment* of inns to Balmaceda tome 
time ago, comprl»lng 360 easel of rifle* 
and 730,000 cartridge*. These weie sent 
by T'nlted States steamers and Invoiced to 
Rio Janeiro "In transit;" It is now said 
that tfie shipment of rUscarded Qerman 
arms, which was beard of off tbe Pacific 
coast the other day, was consl(rned by the;
